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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's proposed amendments raise new issues under 35 USC 112, second paragraph that would require 
further consideration. First, Applicant has proposed amending the claims to require determining the presence or absence of "a G at 
nucleotide 1037 in SEQ ID NO:4." It is unclear what would be encompassed by this language. Particularly, it is not clear whether the 
claims require the detection of SEQ ID NO: 4 in its entirety in order for this limitation to be met, whether the claims might encompass, e.g., 
the detection of some subset of SEQ ID NO: 4 that would be considered sufficient to allow for the identification of nucleotide as being the 
required nucleotide 1037, etc. Thus, this language does not apprise one of skill in the art as to what would actually have to be 
determined/detected to meet the claims. With further regard to claim 18, it is noted that antecedent basis for the proposed recitation "the 
G nucleotide 1037 in SEQ ID NO:4" is lacking. .
